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TO READERS OF THE BULLETIN* 

The last issue of the Industrial Union 
Bulletin was on December 12. Since 
thst time strenuous efforts have been 
made by the General Office to raise 
sufficient funds to guarantee the publi- 
cation of the paper weekly without 
drawing upon the general fund of the 
organization which is needed for other 
purposes of the I. W. W. Efforts in 
that line hare been partly successful. 

A "Bulletin Sustaining League" has 
been started, and during January sev- 
eral communications were sent to local 
unions and individual members calling 
upon tbcm to pledge definite sums of 
money each month for the purpose of 
maintaining the official organ as a 
weekly. Nearly all locals that have 
been heard from on the proposition 
have considered it favorably, and some 
have pledged more than the sum ask- 
ed for. In addition to this, quite a 
few individual members have joined 
the "Bulletin Sustaining League" and 
pledged $1.00 or more per month. Col- 
lection lists have also returned eon- 
siderable sums, all of which will appear 
in detailed form in the next issue. 
Meanwhile still more strenuous efforts 
must be made by the membership of 
the L W. W. in order that we may 
guarantee the uninterrupted publica- 
tion of the Bulletin. 

The monthly deficit on the publica- 
tion of the Bulletin in t ie past year 
amounted to nearly $150.00, which had 
to be made good out of the General 
fund each month, totaling up for the 
year more than $1,600. Hitherto no 
revenue has been possible from adver- 
tising, but now that the referendum 
initiated by the last convention was 
carried, advertising will' be permitted 
in the Bulletin. Meanwhile the mem- 
bership must sustain the paper by 
their voluntary pledges and contribu- 
tions until such time as the revenue 
from advertising can relieve them in 
part at least of the burden. 

In the past few weeks subscribers 
have been hard to get on account of 
the uncertainty as to the appearance of 
the paper. This need no longer deter 
the active members from pushing the 
circulation of the Bulletin in their re- 
spective communities. Building up its 
circulation is after all the most prac- 
tical as well as satisfactory way of- aid- 
ing the Bulletin. 

To all subscribers wa wish to say 
that full credit will be given for all 
the time missed since the regular ap- 
pearance of the paper. That is, each 
subscriber will receive full credit for 
his subscription on the basis of weekly 
publication, counting fifty-two numbers 
in a

"That convention demanded that the 
companies reeoQnize the union. But it 
is ridiculous *o make such demands. If 
the union '.a sufficiently strong to in- 
spire fear, it will be reaognized with- 
out your demanding it; but if the union 
is weak, you may rest assured it will 
never be recognized even if you should 
beg the companies on your knees to 
recognize it. 

"The convention requested that the 
companies grant the contract for one 
year. The contract! Here is another 
mistake. Can the workers make eon- 
tracts f Can those who slowly die of 
hunger, make contracts with those who 
are always in good pasture!- It was 
these contracts that always served the 
labor leaders to fool and lull to sleep 
the miners. There arose so many good 
opportunities for the miners to take 
the companies by the throat and forec 
from them better conditions, but the 
labor leaders raised their hands and 
screamed, "Stop, there is the sanctity 
of the contract!" 

"Fine unionism, this] Open your 
eyes, mine workers, and see where there 
is hope and light, and where there is 
darkness and despair." 



A KNOCK AT THE KNOCKER. 

Editor Bulletin: 

We are all familiar with that ever- 
present individual, the knocker. He 
comes to the front, not before the thing 
has been done to tell us how to do it, 
but afterward, to tell us we have done 
it wrong. Of late he has been wander- 
ing in the Industrial Union Bulletin, 
knocking off a few chips here and 
there; and also at different -meetings 
and lectures. In this, his work has been 
of a negative character, destructive 
rather than constructive. 

Now, like all labor and industrial 

Iiublieations, the Industrial Union Bui- 
etin is capable of improvement, and 
can be helped by criticism. True criti- 
cism, however, is not only destructive, 
but constructive, such, for example, as 
that of recent issues of the Industrial 
Union Bulletin. In lieu of the old, it 
furnishes something better — news, plans 
and specifications. It suggests some- 
thing better. But criticism that may 
be summed up in the words, "It is not 
so good as it might be; it is bad; it is 
'punk' "—such criticism is as worth- 
less to us as to anybody else. Nega- 
tive criticism "bears fruit like the 
bang of a drum."

A LESSON IN LOOIO. 

The "Fnyatoal Force" Fallacy. 

In text books on Logic, the student 
is first introduced to a simple form of 
tho syllogism illustrating a 



example of logical reasoning. An il- 
lustration of such a syllogism is as fol- 
lows: 

Major Premise— AH metals are ele- 
ments. 

Minor Premise— Iron is a metal. 
Conclusion — Therefore iron is an ele- 
ment. 

As an example,, of fallacious reason- 
ing in correct form the syllogism may 
be statod as follows: 

Major Premise— An elements are 
metals. 

Minor Premise— Carbon is an ele- 
ment. 

Conclusion— Therefore earbon is a 
metal 

The student of logic, without knowl- 
edge whatsoever of chemistry or metal- 
lurgy, might not detect the fallacy in 
the above proposition, inasmuch as he 
would ace by examining the syllogism 
as a whole that the conclusion is cor- 
rectly drawn from the premises. The 
knowledge of the scientist, however, 
saves him from that error. The latter 
knows that there are ecrtnln element- 
ary substances such as Hydrogen, Oxy- 
gen, Chlorine, Silicon, et al., that have 
none of the characteristic properties of 
the metal. Among these is Carbon 
which, though an element, ia not a 
metal. Hence the scientist readily dis- 
covers the fallacy in the major prem- 
ise: All elements are not metals, even 
though all metals are elements as a 
matter of fact. Accordingly, to the 
scientist, no matter bow correct may 
be the form of the syllogism, on ac- 
count of the mis-statement of fact in 
the major premise, tho whole fabric of 
the argument is shattered. The con- 
clusion is false. 

The same thng happens to an argu- 
ment based upon a falsehood in the 
minor premise, as for instance: 

Major Premise — All metals are ele- 
ments. 

Minor Premise — Carbon is a metal. 

Conclusion — Carbon is an element. 

The mis-statement of fact is in the 
minor premise: Carbon is not a metal, 
and although the conclusion is correct 
as a matter of fact, that conclusion is 
not established from these premises 
with the false statement that "carbon 
is a metal," but from other and out- 
aido premises best known to the chem- 
ist. In either of the two above instan- 
ces the argument is overthrown. Only 
the first named syllogism stands be- 
cause all the facts are there in the 
premises from which the conclusion is 
correctly drawn. 

Let us apply this elementary lesson 
in logic to tho labor movement. A cur- 
rent fallacy, combining falsehoods or 
omissions of facts in both premises, is 
being exploited for all it is worth by a 
certain "intellectual" and his small 
following of phrase peddlers. In sub- 
stance the proposition assumes this com- 
plex form: . 

Major Premise — The economic or- 
ganization of labor that repudiates the 

Keaceful trial of strength at the ballot 
ox through a political party of labor, 
thereby becomes a "purely physical 
force" organization, with no alterna- 
tive except to advneate the use of the 
gun, dynamite bomb, and other similar 
weapons of "physical force" as exclu- 
sive means of dispossessing the capital- 
ist class. 

Minor Premise— The I. W. W. has re- 
pudiated the peaceful trial of strength 
at the ballot box, inasmuch as it has 
amended its Preamble, leaving oat all 
reference to ballot box action, which 
action in the .last analysis "proclaims 
the right behind the might of the eco- 
nomic organization." 

Conclusion — Therefore the I. W. W. 
has become a "purely physical force" 
organization with no alternative except 
to advocate the use of the gun, dyna- 
mite bomb, etc., as exclusive means, 
etc., and is accordingly doomed to fail- 
ure inasmuch as it can never recruit 
its forces on the basis of such a pro- 
posal. 

Let ns first of all examine the false 
assumption in the major premise, viz: 
that the only alternative left to the 
economic organization that "repudi- 
ates the ballot "as a "peaceful means" 
of trying out the issue of the class 
•truggle, is to fall back upon the bul- 
let; and that consequently such an eco- 
nomic organization must advocate 
"physical force exclusively." 

In order to prove that assumption, 
one must demonstrate the all-inclusive- 
noss of the premise. "ALL metals 
are elements,'' admits of no exception. 
If there is found to bo one exception, 
the premise, along with the argument 
based upon it, falls to pieces. Is there 
no alternative to the "ballot" but 
"physical force?" What of the 
"strike!" The "boyeott!" Of the 
"press!" Of "agitation," not for bal- 
lot action or for physical force, but 
for industrial organization? Are not 
these "peaceful trials of strength" 
with the enemy! And in the revolu- 
tionary crisis what of the "general 
strike" or "general lockout of the 
capitalist class!" Is that not con- 
eeivablo without violence and at the 
same time without the previous trial 
of strength at the ballot box through 
the political forms of the capitalist 
state! Manifestly the exceptions are 
numerous, and expose tho fallaey that 
the economic organization that "re- 
jects the ballot" or refuses to make 
use of a political party as a "shield," 
etc, has no alternative exeept to "ad- 
vocate physical force exclusively." 

Such an assumption is, the "night- 
mare" of the "purely political social- 
ist" who, being at sea on tho "power 
" Mot." is equally at tea ia 
'alternative of physic- 
al force. n How often do wo not hear 



of the integral organisation of the 
working class on the industrial field. 
In the language of the new Preamble: 
"The army of PRODUCTION must be 
organised, not on|y for the every day 
struggle with the capitalists, but also 
to carry on production when capital- 
ism shall have been overthrown. By or- 
ganizing industrially we are forming 
the structure of the new society with- 
in the shell of the old." 

That conception, admitting of no al- 
ternative, pats the problem of work- 
ing class emancipation in its true per- 
spective, from which standpoint alone 
that problem can be perceived in all 
its bearings. From that standpoint, 
consequently, neither the ballot nor 
the bullet can be considered except as 
possible aids to the economic organiza- 
tion in fighting its every day battles 
and in its revolutionary act of sup- 
planting capitalism with the industrial 
commonwealth. Whether the possible 
use of either or both the ballot and 
physical force, in tho future, may moet 
with success or failure, must depend 
upon conditions, and especially upon- 
the attitude and power of the enemy. 
That both the ballot and physical force 
have bon employed, sometimes success- 
fully, sometimes unsuccessfully, in past 
struggles of labor, are matters of his- 
tory. Tho Paris Commune employed 
both— and failed. Miners of Colorado 
In tho Bull Hill strike in the spring of 
1894 used physical force successfully 
ngainst 1200 armed deputies of the mine 
owners. Exceptional circumstances, 
and particularly the friendly attitude 
of Gov. Waite, contributed to the min- 
ers' success. Numerous are the in- 
stances of European workers employ- 
ing physical force to defend them- 
selves and their organizations. The 
success or failure of such attempts can 
be explained only by a comprehensive 
knowledge of conditions, including a 
knowledge of the strength of the eco- 
nomic organization, and of the weak- 
ness or unpreparedness of the enemy, 
or vice versa, on the particular occas- 
ion or occasions in question. 

Yet for one strike accompanied with 
violence on the part of the workers, 
there have been a thousand strikes 
without violence. We have seen for 
instance "law and order" strikes such 
as '.'passive resistance" on the part 
of railroad workers in Austria, which 
consisted merely in the strict observ- 
ance, to the letter, of the laws gov- 
erning traffic in that country, with the 
consequence that railroads were tied up 
completely in 24 hours and nothing 
done to the railroad men for "obey- 
ing the law", but to grant their de- 
mands. In all such instances of strikes 
without violence the workers simply 
measured their strength with the 
enemy's, employing such aids to their 
economic power as the conditions dic- 
tated to them. That the workers some- 
times acted blindly, and at other times 
with their eyes open, does not obviate 
the force of the argument. The eoo- 
romie organization worthy of the name 
revolutionary must be prepared for any 
possible emergency and to make use of 
any necessary weapon. To that end 
the economic organization must pro- 
ceed with tho understanding that there 
is WAB between itself and the capital- 
ists' organization and that "every- 
thing is fair in war. " On no other un- 
derstanding can it recruit its forces 
and weld them together for the man's 
work of emancipation. With this as a . 
background let us proceed to deal with 
the false assumption in the Minor 
Premise. 



The assumption that the "I. W. W. 
has repudiated political action" is 
based upon the fact that at the Fourth 
annual convention of the £• W. W. the 
Preamble was amended, leaving out 
all reference to the "political field" or 
"political parties." Does it follow 
from that act that the I. W. W. has 
repudiated "political action" or de- 
nies the possibility of making use of a 
"political party" even, in carrying 
out its revolutionary purpose! Does 
that follow, any more than because tho 
Preamble does not mention the weap* 
ons of physical force that thereby the 
organization may not conceive the pos- 
sibility of using those weapons in its 
program of overcoming the enemy! 

The key to the answer to both ques- 
tions is found in that clause of the new 
Preamble in which the I. W. W. em- 
phasizes "the one thing most need- 
ful": "By organizing industrially we 
are forming the structure of the new 
society within the shell of the old." 
That proposition is not open to ques- 
tion by I. W. W. men. While with ro-

gard to details relating to the forma- 
tion of the industrial structure there 
may be differences of opinion, the gen- 
eral proposition is regarded in I. W. W. 
circles as undebatable. Nor have the 
enemies of the organization successful- 
ly attacked it at any point That 
proposition distinguishes the I. W. W.'s 
revolutionary posture from that of any 
preexisting so-called revolutionary 
organization of labor, political or 
economic. As above said: "The 
Co-operative Commonwealth is con- 
ceivable on no other basis than that 
of the integral organization of the 
working class on the industrial field." 

How is it with regard to the politi- 
cal clauses in the old Preamble! Have 
they shared a like unanimity of opin- 
ion! On the contrary, debate on them 
has been interminable, and latterly had 
degenerated to that extent that nearly 
all One could hear from one quarter 
was. "Ballot box freak," "political 
bug," etc., and from another quarter: 
"Physical force anarehist," "pure and 
simple bomb thrower," "dynamiter" 
(veiled or naked), and other ehoiee 
phrases of a like sinister import, in al- 
most endless profusion. In short, the 
L W. W. was caught in the throes of 
sectarian , controversy, and had it not 
escaped from the hands ot its " sav- 
iors/* ' might have been strangled to 
death in infancy. As it was, those who 
were unable longer to impose their sec- 
tarian dogmas on the organization, 
happily left it, crying, however, as they 
went "The L W. W. is a wreck": and 
have hinee boon employing every "civi- 
lised" means la their power to - 



geaeralixatioasi No better test of tho 
soundness of the new Preamble ia 
wanting than in the fact that not one 
of its would-be opponents so far has 
produced an iota of argument against 
it On the contrary, all have confined 
their "efforts" to hurling at the new 
Preamble the worn-out phrases coined 
and bandied about in tho three years' 
political controversy. 

The new Preamble leaves the debate- 
able question of "political action" an 
open question, thereby enabling the 1. 
W. W. to grapple with it in due form 
in due time. In a similar sense the 1. 
W. W. leaves open the debatable ques- 
tion of the possible use of "physical 
force" weapons or the possible need of 
a "physics! force auxiliary" (army) 
to the main body, the economic organi- 
zation, in its revolutionary act of 
"bursting the capitalist shell." Those 
questions cannot be settled in advance 
by dogmatie assertions or far-fetched 
generalizations on the part of the or- 
ganization itself. This, however, need 
not preclude the fullest and freeest 
discussion of such subjects by the mem- 
bership. 

As to the L W. W.'s position with 
reference to "existing political par- 
ties and anti-political sects," that is 
made clear by a resolution passed by 
the Fourth convention and ratified by 
referendum. That resolution reads: 

"Whereas, The PBIMABT object of 
the Industrial Workers of the World is 
to unite the workers on the industrial 
battlefield; and 

"Whereas, Organization in any 
aense, implies discipline through tho 
subordination of parts to the whole, 
■and of the individual member to the 
body of which he is a part; therefore 
be it 

"Resolved, That to the end of pro- 
moting industrial unity and of secur- 
ing necessary discipline within the or- 

Snization, the L W. W. refuses sli al- 
nces direct or indirect with existing 
political parties or anti-political sects, 
and disclaims responsibility for any 
individual opinion or act which may be 
at variance with the purposes herein 
expressed." 

The charge that the L W. W. has 
"repudiated political action" or the 
* 'ballot" is not sustained by reference 
to the new Preamble or to the acta of 
the Fourth annual convention. No one 
but a "jesuitical politician" or a 
"capitalist tool" (or their dupes) — 
with sinister purpose in either event — 
would make such an unsupported as- 
sumption. For all that the I. W. W. 
is now in position to take care of such 
individuals or elements wherever they 
may attempt to assert themselves in 
opposition to "tho primary object of 
the Industrial Workers of the World," 
which is "to unite the workers on the 
industrial battlefield." "Agent pro- 
vocateurs" as well as scheming poli- 
ticians who are scabbing on the former 
in their work of disruption, are includ- 
ed among those to whom this warning 
applies. 

The "physical foree" fallaey, then, 
resolves Itself into this simplified 

form: 

Major Premise — The economic or- 
ganization that repudiates the ballot 
has no alternative but to advocate the 
oxclusive use of "physical foree," that 
is, "dynamite," etc. 

Minor Premise— The I. W. W. has 
repudiated the ballot, as shown by its 
amended Preamble. 

Conclusion— Therefore the I. W. W. 
is committed to the exclusive advocacy 
of "dynamite" and other similar 
weapons of "physical foree." 

The assumption in the major prem- 
ise is found to be false, inasmuch as it 
leaves out of consideration the nature 
and purposes of the economic organi- 
zation itself— the nature of which in 
its completed form constitutes the 
"structure of the new society (Indus- 
trial Democracy) within the shell of 
the old"; and the purposes of which 
are "to fight the everyday battles of 
the workers," and ultimately, "to 
burst the capitalist sbeU" and usher in 
the Industrial Commonwealth. From 
that standpoint,! neither the "ballot" 
nor "physical foree," the "political 
party" nor the "army," are conceived 
as alternatives (as ia the conception 
of the "pure and simple political so- 
cialist"), but can be considered only 
as possible aids to the economic or- 
ganization in fighting its everyday 
battles and in realising its final aim. 
Henee the rejection of one (the ballot) 
as an aid does not commit the eco- 
nomic organization to the exclusive ad- 
vocacy of the other (dynamite, etc), 
any more than the rejection of one 
article of diet (say fish) commits- the 
human being to the exclusive use of 
another (say bread) and finally re- 
solves itself into the absurd conclus- 
ion that the human cannot eat at aU 
unless he eats fish. Just as the human 
organism asserts itself in the demand 
for a variety of food substances, in a 
similar manner the organism of the 
tabor movcment~*tbe economic organi- 
zation—seeks to make use of all neces- 
sary aids to its development and ulti- 
mate fruition. Only "quack doctors" 
and unscientific dogmatists can hinder 
the organization's growth along that

While the jack is loafing and look- 
ing for a job he isn't hurting himself 
half so bad as he would be if he joined 
the Company union (International) and 
had to wrestle logs by the face on the 
mountain aides for some haywire 
ehuek-feedin ' warmigan-robbin ' jobber 
or company. ' 

While some have been chased oat of 
tho state of Montana for being agi- 
tators and believers in Industrial Union- 
ism, yet enough still remain and will 
remain to hancTTWex Falrgrieve, the 
strike-breaker, and his bnnch of com- 
pany tools, their package of defeat 

When the corporations were in des- 
perate straits for men in the spring of 
1907, to get their logs down river, 
Alex. Fairgrieve appeared on the scene 
and with a promise to furnish the men 
for the corporations he sold the last 
spark of manhood that was in him: 
but he did not show up to the corpora- 
tions with the goods, and as a conse- 
quence the companies had to sign op 
the wage scale of the lumber workers. 
But Alex, showed himself as a favor- 
ite ally of the corporations, neverthe- 
less, for he kept one of the mills run- 
ning for the company at Bonner, over 
whieh he had jurisdiction. This page 
in the history of labor unions of Mon- 
tana can never be wiped oat for it 
shows the infamy of the most deceit- 
ful bunch of fakirs of labor that ever 
disgraced these parts. 

In the summer of 1908 the lumber- 
men were presented with a reduced 
wage scale and an increase in hoars. 
It wss here that Alex, got ia his 
dirtiest of dirty work, for he eould 
now be of great service to the corpora- 
tions with his bunch of tools, and ho 
certainly made the best of every op- 
portunity and succeeded in helping the 
corporations defeat labor. And now 
that his Montana State Federation is 
of no more use to the corporations, and 
they want the International, he starts 
in with might and main to boost for it 
It is not generally a fact that tho 
corporations do so mercilessly die- 
criminate against anion men. Just be- 
cause they are anion men and went on 
strike. The men did nothing dis- 
reputable or unmanly during the strike. 
Then why this discrimination! Bo- 
cause the lumber workers have found 
out what Industrial Unionism is and 
have made np their minds to have 
some of it 

While a goodly bnnch are in the ring 
for the finish for Industrial Unionism, 
yet some are on the outside just wait- 
ing to see whether the workers are go- 
ing to get together or not They say 
if they all get together, why they will 
come in too. Had we aU waited for 
the other fellow to get right with bis 
fellow- man, this maa that ia staying 
out until the seed is sown and tho 
harvest is on would bo ia worse mis- 
ery and slavery today than he is. 

Let as not be cowards any longer, 
but let ns get at the job. hammer sad 
tongs, and not disgrace the sod we are 
planted on.

THE NEW PREAMBLE. 



The working class and the employing class have nothing in 
common. There can be no peace so long as hunger and want 
are found among millions of working people and the few, who 
make up the employing class, have all the good things of fife. 

Between these two classes a struggle must go on until the 
workers of the world organize as a class, take possession of the 
earth and the machinery of production, and abolish the wage system. 

We find that the centering of the management of industries 
into fewer and fewer hands makes the trade unions unable to cope 
with the ever-growing power of the employing class. The trade 
unions foster a state of affairs which allows one set of workers 
to be pitted against another set of workers in the same industry, 
thereby helping defeat one another in wage wars. Moreover, the 
trade unions aid the employing class to mislead the workers into 
the belief that the working class have interests in common with 
their employers. 

These conditions can be changed and the interest of the 
working, class upheld only by an organization formed in such a 
way that all its members in any one industry, or in all industries 
if necessary, cease work whenever a strike or lockout is on in any 
department thereof, thus making an injury to one an injury to 

Instead of the conservative motto, "A fair day's wages for a 
fair day's work," we must inscribe on our banner the revolutionary 
watchword, "Abolition of the wage system." 

It is the historic mission of the working class to do away 
with capitalism. The army of production must be organized, not 
only for the every-day struggle with the capitalists, but .also to 
Carry on production when capitalism shall have been overthrown. 
By organizing industrially we are forming the structure of the 
new society within the shell of the old. 

Knowing, therefore, that such an organization is absolutely 
necessary for our emancipation we unite under the following 
constitution :
